2. The primary reason for allowance of the claims is based on the inclusion of the 

elements of "A counting means (Fig. 1, element COM) to count a number of satisfactory 
receiver means (Fig. 1, elements R1-RK) in wtiicti ttie reception criterion is satisfied" in 
independent claim 1 and of Applicant's remarks received on 23 May 2008, page 5 and 
of Figure 1 in which is described in specification, paragraphs [0032], [0033], [0037]. In 
addition, the prior art are silent of that element as explained below: 

3. Doi US patent # 7,1 10,795 B2 on discloses in claims 13, 17 that, "determining 
whether a signal received from a mobile terminal at said plurality of antennas satisfies a 
predetermined condition; holding a signal received from a mobile terminal at said 
plurality of antennas, the mobile device satisfying said predetermined condition; and 
calculating a filter coefficient of said filter units of said signal received and held". 

4. Todd US patent # 6,1 18,773 only discloses in claim 7 that, "comparing said 
counter to a predetermined value and determining said quality indication of the signal 
received on the cun-ent antenna satisfies a first condition of said counter exceeds said 
predetermined value".
